No. 8-ITC(PN)/66.—Attention Is invited to paragraph 7.3 of Section 1 of 
Import Trade Control Policy Book (Bed Book) for the period April 1965—March 
1966 os amended by Public Notices No. 5O-ITC(PN)/05, dated 16th July, 1965 
and No. 51-ITC(PN)/65, dated 17th July, 1965, in terms of which all licences issued 
to Established Importers, Actual Users including Public Sector Projects/Under¬ 
takings and to exporters under Export Promotion Schemes for import of goods 
from free resources for the period April 1965—March 1960, valued over Rs. 5,000 
will be subject to the condition that the licensee shall be entitled to order ship¬ 
ment of goods to the extent of 50 per cent only of the value of the licence up to the 
31st January, 1966 and that the licensee shall not enter into any irrevocable 
commitment in respect of the balance 50 per cent of the value of the licence uo 
to the 31st January, 1966. 
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2. The position has been reviewed and it hat been decided that import licences 
issued to Actual Users and under Export Promotion Schemes for April 1965— 
March 1966 period for import from free resources can be fully utilised within the 
period of shipment already indicated on the licences. The condition regarding 
SO per cent utilisation up to 31st January 1966, as applicable to such licences 
•hall, therefore, be deemed to have been automatically withdrawn from the date 
of this Public Notice,
